On December 27, 1974, this Board rendered De-
cision No. 57 which certified as reasonable the current
service fee being deducted from employees in bargaining
units 2, 3, 4, 6, B, and 13, all of whom are represented
by the Hawaii Government Employees' Association, Local 152,
HGEA/AFSCME, AFL-CIQO, (hereafter HGEA).

On August 25, 1975, the HGEA filed with this
Boara a Petition for Certification of Reasonableness of
Service Fees for said units.
